for their injured citizens. : 
4. That these claims aggregate over two 
thousand millions of dollars,—a debt capable 
of being paid only by the issue and sale of 
national bonds, or an additional issue of 
greenbacks, or both, to the great damage and 
destruction of the national debt. : 
5. The payment of these bonds in some 
form is suported by the united vote of the 
120 Representatives and the 32 Senators of 
the sixteen States, to whose solid vote 
Mr. Tub, if elected at all, will owe his 
election. 
The letter of Mr. Torn is a public con- 
fession, a frank acknowledgment, that these 
claims exist; that their payment will ‘be 
demanded of his Administration; that the

No 
claim for any loss or damage incarred by disloyal 
persons, arising from the late War, whether covered 
by the Fourteenth Amendment or not, will, de 
recognized or paid. The cotton tax will not be re- 
funded. Ishall deem it my duty to veto every bill 
providing for the assumption or payment of any 
such debts, losses, damages, claims, or for the re- 
funding of any such tax. 

We will assume this to be intended as a 
full and frank declaration of his purpose to 
veto not only bills making appropriations for 
these claims, but all bills changing the law 
of evidence so as to admit claims, now ex- 
cluded by law, to be heard and allowed by 
the Court Of Claims and by certain officers 
of the Government. The letter, therefore, 
if written jn good faith, means nothing mort

He prepared for the 
St. Louis Convention a platform embodying 
that declaration, but that Convention sub- 
stituted therefor a demand for the repeal of 
the Resumption act of Congress, and the 
Democratic House of Representatives ro- 
peated that demand, and in both proceed- 
ings Mr. Trupzn submitted, not daring, as 
he might have done, to resist this direct re- 
versal of his own boasted official policy. If

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PRESIDENTIAL ELECTORS. 

The Confederate organ in this city, the 
representative of the only people who be- 
lieve in and fought for the doctrine of State 
Sovereignty, ironically says Taz TAN has 
adopted this exploded Bourbonism because 
it spoke of Presidential Electors as State 
officers.” The expression was, of course, 
used solely in the sense of the Electors being 
subject to the States both as to the manner 
of their selection and the determination of 
the choice of the people. Their function is 
National, since they elect the President and 
Vice-President, but, under the Constitution 
and law, their selection is vested in each 
State for itself. If the Confederate organ 
drew upon facts instead of its imagination 
for its assertions, it would not dispute this 
statement. The Constitution says that 
Each State shall appoint, in such manner 
as the Legislature thereof may direct, a 
number of Electors equal to the whole num- 
ber of Senators and Représentatives to which 
the State may be entitled in the Congress.” 
There is nothing in the Constitution which 
makes Congress the judge of their selection 
or empowers that body to go back of their 
selection as provided in the different States. 
Suppose, for instance, the State of Illinois 
should fail to provide any means for appoint- 
ing Presidential Electors ; then the National 
Government might step in to enforce the 
constitutional provision that Each State 
shall appoint”; but, having appointed the 
Electors as the State Legislature may have 
determined, Congress, as the law stands, has 
only the authority to c6unt the votes of 
those Electors, when they are presented 
properly certified as provided by the laws of 
the State. 

We stated this as the “ fact,” and as such 
it cannot be controverted; but we have 


the vote for President ought not to be under 
the local control of the States, each for it- 
self, as it now is, but should be on a uni- 
form plan by the whole people without any 
reference to State boundaries. It is to

from it is that it desires by such perversions 
and misstatements to make the South hate 
the North» We take it that the Republicans 
of the North may differ honestly, and have 
the right to do so, with the ex-Confederates 
of the South on measures of policy and 
principle, without being charged with hatred 
of the Southern people. They may hate the 
actions of Southern Democrats and White- 
Liners, their methods of carrying elections 
by fraud and terror, their political persecu- 
tion of Republicans; they may wish to stop 
it; they may plead, and reason, and argue 
with the South that its conduct is brutal, 
cruel, and unlawful; they may do all this, 
and yet not hate the Southern people. If 
the people whom the Courier-Journal repre- 
sents desire to be held in esteem by the 
Northern people, they should behave towards 
their political opponents as the people of the 
North do. They should treat them fairly, 
and allow them to vote without intimidation. 
The Northern Republicans feel sorry for 
these Southern men. They regret their 
actions. They are indignant at their con- 
duct. ‘They sympathize with the victims 
of their outrageous persecution, but 
they have no hatred for them, no desire, 
in the silly, exaggerated language of the 
Courier-Journal, to destroy and extermi- 
nate them.”.

THE MIKE EVANS CASE. 


It is not much wonder that the attorneys. 


representing Mr. Catuacuan, or really the 
people, should express astonishment at the 
opinion delivered by Judge Scort, of the Su- 
preme Court, in the Evans case. The case 
was a very simple one as it went to that 
Court; it involved really but one point, 
Application by Evans for leave to file a writ 
of quo warranto had been denied by the 
Circuit Court on the ground that Mr. CaLLA- 
ona did not enjoy a user of the office; that 
is, he was not yet in full possession of the 
office and exercising the duties thereof. If 
the Supreme Court believed this position to 
be érroneous, it was its duty to reverse the 
decision of the lower Oourt, and order the 
granting of leave to file a writ against OA 
LaGHAN inquiring by what authority he ex- 
ercised the functions of Collector. This 
would have brought the merits of the case 
before the Circuit Court to be determined by 
a formal trial. But Judge Scorr did not 
content himself with this; he entered into a 
discussion of the merits, which were not 
formally before his Court, decided that there 
was an election, that the Town Board had no 
authority to appoint, and that Caniacnan 
had no claim upon the office. 

Judge Scorr's opinion was astonishing, not 
merely because it went outside of the issue 
before his Court, but because, having done 
so, he neglected to review all the facts in the 
controversy. His opinion was based merely 
upon a general allegation of fraud. But the 
case made out before the Town Board was 
very different. It was shown that the ballot- 
boxes had been tampered with m such a 
manner that it was impossible to determine 
which of the candidates had been elected 
from the most rigid examination of the bal- 
lots. It was shown that the ballots from 
the different voting precincts were all dumped 
together for the purpose of effacing all trace 
of the stuffed ballots. It was shown that 
there were several hundred more ballots in 
the pile thus mixed together than there 
were names in the recorded list of 
voters. It was shown that some of the 
men claiming election had not even been 
candidates. Indeed, there was an accumula- 
tion of evidence that the boxes had been stuffed 
so enormously that the returns were irre- 
trievably vitiated, and it was on this account 
that the Board had decided there had been a 
failure to elect and exercised the appointing 
power conferred upon it in such case. The 
attorney for Mr. Cattacnan took the pre- 
caution to have affidavits setting forth these 
facts made a part of the record, even though 
they were not material to the point in issue 
before the Court; but Judge Scorr ignored 
these affidavits entirely in his opinion, and 
rested merely upon the technical method of 
treating ordinary election frauds.

BUTLER VS. WALEER. 

The Supreme Court has refused to allow a 
rehearing in the case of Butler vs. Walker, 
but does not enter into the merits of the case. 
The following is the opinion, which is per 
curiam:

amined by this Court. The petition to reopen the 
cause is not according to the practice of the Court, 
and we must deny the same. The order staying 
the proceedings is vacated and set aside. 


The suit was brought by Francis Butler against 
8. P. Walker, a stockholder in the Equitable In- 
surance Company. Plaintiff claimed to have 
sustained a loss on a policyin the. Company, 
and sued Walker under a provision of the 
General Insurance law, adopted March, 1869, 
which enacted that stockholders of an insurance 
company should be liable for the full amount of 
their stock until the whole amount of the capi- 
tal stock should be paid in and a certificate 
thereor recorded. Few companies take the 
trouble to have such a certificate recorded, even 
though the stock was paid up. 

No defense of any importance was interposed, 
and a judgment was rendered for the tif. 
An ap was then taken, but last ey 
the judgment was affirmed. Soon after a

TAXING THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 

In the case of Fagen vs. The City of Chicago, the 
Supreme Court ded that the block on the cor- 
ner of Monroe ana Dearborn streets, known as 
the old Custom-Horse Block, could not be 
assessed for benefits for opening Dearborn street. 
The property could not de taxed by the city for 
municipal purposes, nor could it be assessed for 
benefits. The wer to levy taxes or impose as- 
sessments for benefits could only be exercised on 
the governed and not on the governing power, 
whether State or United States. Moreover, a fair 
construction of the statute showed it was only in- 
tended to apply to individuals and not to the State 
or General vernment. All ta were to be 
taken most favorably to the Government or the 
public, and as the power to assess for benefits was 
not expressly conferred, it could not be presumed.

The Supreme Court heid that each per- 
son must take a writ up 1 There was 
also a defective record, and for those two reasons 
the writ of error was dismissed. It is claimed by 
Mr. Edward Boby, counsel for the appellant, that 
in the case of Olcott vs. The State, 5 Gilman, in 
the Supreme Court, it seemed to be determined 
that as many persons could unite in a writ of er- 
ror as desired, and that such had been the rule ever 
since. He will, therefore, apply for a rehearing.
